| Ws ticthycer of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, are declared Traitoꝛs, 

and to ſuffer as Traitoꝛs, Which Law is not ſo rigoꝛous as ſome 

— men app2chend, oꝛ would make others to beleeve, foꝛ that it is 
reſtrained to naturall boꝛn Subjects, and doth not extend to any ſtrangers at all, and that 
the ſaid Statute is not onely appꝛoved, but by the JudgementS#everall Parliaments ad 
judged fit and neceſſary to be put in execution: And that they concerve the not putting of 
theſe Statutes in execution againſt Jeſuites and Pucſts, is a pꝛincipall cauſe of the increaſe 
of Popery ; And that the putting of theſe Law) in execution tendeth not onely to the pꝛe⸗ 
ſervation and advancement of the true Religion eſtabliſhed in this Kingdom, but alſo to the 
ſafety of the Ktngs Perſon, and ſecurity of the State and Government, which were pzinct- 
pall cauſes of the making of theſe Laws agarnſt Jeſuites and Pueſts : And that it appears 
by theſe Laws, that the Jeſiutes and Pꝛieſts have come hither, not oncly to dꝛaw the Sub 
jects from their due obedicnce to the King, but alſo to ſtir up Sedition, Rebellion, and open 
Hoſttiity within this Realm, to the great endangering of the ſafety of the Kings Nopal 
Perſon, and to the utter ruine, deſolation, and overth:ow of the whole Realm, if not time- 
ly p2evented : And that Jeſuites and Pueſts did dayly withizaw many of the Kings 


Subjects from the truc ſervice of Almighty God, and the Religion eſtabliſhed within this 
Kealm, to the Romiſh Religion, and from their obedience to the King, and had perſwader 
divers Reculants aud Papiſts, and encouraged and emboldned them to commit nioſt dan 
table Trtaſons, terding to the overthzow of Gods true Religion, deſtruction of the King 
and His Royal Þfiue, and the ſubverſion of the whole State, if God of h's Goodneſſe 
and Merty had not then within few houres befo2e the intended time of the execution thereof, 
revealed aud diccloſed the ſame : And that (conſidering the ſtate and condition of this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent tine, wherein they inde Jeſuites and Paicſts in ſo great abundance, and to appear 
here wich ſuch hoidneſſe and confidence, as if there were no Laws made againſt them) 
they de this the laid Laws row moze neceſſary to be put in ſtrict execution, then at any 
time before, 

Dis £9ajcſiic having taken into His ſcrious conſideration the Kepꝛeſentation ſo made, and 
accepting with much contentment the great care of His ſatd loyall Subjects, foꝛ the pꝛeſer⸗ 
vation of the true Religion eſtabliched as afozeſard in this Kingdom, from which He will ite- 
ver depart, as alſo their teuderneſſe of His ſafety, and ſecurity of izis State and Go: 
verument, and firmcty reſolving to be carefull and vigilant that Popery oꝛ Superſtition 
all not airy way increaſe within this Kingdom, oꝛ any other His Dommions, and to pꝛo⸗ 
vide againſt che dangers of Jeſuites, Seminaries, and Pꝛicſis, by putting the Lawes 
made againſt them i1to execution; 

His Majeſtie doth theretoꝛe hereby ſtraitly charge and command all manner of Jeſuites, 
Seminarics, and Pꝛieſts Whomſoever, now out of Pꝛulſon, made oz oꝛdained by any power 
oꝛ authority derived, challenged, oꝛ pꝛeteuded from the See of Rome, hereby to take notice, 
that His Majeſtics abſolutt command and plcaſurt is, that they, and every of them do befoze 
the ſeventh day of Apui next enſuing the date hercof, depart foꝛth of this His Realm of 
England and Domino! of Wales, aud out of ail other His Majeſties Veaiins aud Domi⸗ 
nions, upon pain to incurre the uttcrmoſt danger, and penaitic of His ſaid Lawcs ; Ad⸗ 
moniſhing, and aſſuring all ſuch Jeſuites, Seminaries, and Paicſts, of what ſoꝛt ſocver, 
that if any of them ſhall be after the ſaid ſeventh day of Apꝛil taken within this Realm , oz 
any other His Majeſties Realms oz Dominions , oꝛ departing now upon this His Majeſties 
picaſure fignificd , (hall at any time Hereafter return into this His Majeſtics Realm of 
England, o àny other His Majeſtics Realms oz Dominions, that they ſhall be left to the 
uttermoſt penaltic, and receive and ſuffer the judgement and execution of the Lawes here 
being tn foꝛte concerning them , without hope of any faveur oꝛ reyuſſion from His Majeſt e; 
And that foꝛ that purpoſe it ſhall be lawtull to all the Officer His Majeſties Poꝛts, to 
ſuffer them and every of them to depart from thence into any Foꝛraigu parts between this 
and the ſaid ſeventh day of Apꝛil. 

Wherefoꝛe His Majeſtic Hereby ſtraitly chargeth and conunandeth all Archbiſhops , Bt- 
hops, Licutenants, Judges, Juſtices of Aſſize , and Juſtices of Peace , and all other 
His Majeſties Officers and Miniſters whomſocver, within this His Majeſtics Realm 
of England and Domimion of Wales, and all other His Majeſttes Realms and Dominions, 
to be from time to tune vigilant and carefull, after the ſaid ſeventh day of Apꝛil, to do their 
duties and diligence , in diſcovering and appꝛehending of, and in putting into crecution the 
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ſaid Lawes againſt ſuch Jeſuites, Seminaries, and Pꝛieſts, as ſhall pꝛeſume tore- 
main in this His Majeſties Realm of England oz Dominion of wales, o2 any other His 
Realms o2 Dominions, contrary to the ſaid Lawes, and His Majeſties Royall pleaſure 
and command herein declared. 

Pꝛovided alwayes , and his Majeſtics intention is (which he doth hereby declare) that 
this His Majeſties Pꝛoclamation, do not extend to Pꝛieſts that do, oꝛ ſhall from tune to 
time attend upon the perſon of Hrs deareſt Conſoꝛt the Queen , accoꝛding to the Treatie 
of His Majeſtics Marriage, the names of which Pueſts ſhall be ſet down, and ſignified by 
His Majeſties ſaid deareſt Conſoꝛt, under her great Seal, and ſuch ſignitication mrolled in 
His Majeſties Court of Rings Bench. 

And His Majcſtics further will and pleaſurec is, and His Majeſtie doth hereby declare, 
that ſuch Icſuites, Senvnaries, and Pꝛieſts, as are now in piſon, ſhall within one moneth 
after their inlargement depart out of this Realm , and all other His Majeſties Realms and 
Dominions, upon pain to incurre the uttermoſt danger and penaltic of the ſaid Tales; 
Admoꝛiſtzing, ard aduring all ſuch Jeſuites, Senunaries, and Prieſts, of What ſoꝛt ſocver, 
that if. any of ther ſhall be after the ſaid moneth next following their inlargement, taken 
within this Realm, oꝛ any other His Majeſties Realms and Donunions, oꝛ departing after 
ſuch moncth as afoꝛeſaid, ſhall at any time hereafter return into this His Majeſties Kealm 
of England , 02 any other His Majeſtics Realms oz Domimons, that they ſhall alſo be left 
to the uttermoſt penaltie, and receive and ſuffer the judgement and execution of the Tales 
here being in koꝛce concerning them, without hope of any favour, oz remiſſion from His 
Majeſtic, 

And to that purpoſe it (hall be alſo lawfull to all the Officers of His Majcſtics Ports to 
ſuffer them and every of them, to depart from thence into any Foꝛraign parts within the 
ſaid moncth after their inlargement as atoꝛcſaid. 

And His Majeſtic is reſolved that concerning thoſe that art in pꝛiſon, a ſpeedie proceeding 
in courſe of Juſtice ſhall be had foꝛ their detiverance , and their receiving of His Majeſtics 
mercy, and foꝛ the execution of the Lawes againſt them, as His Majeſtic thall finde their 
ſeverall and reſpective caſes to delerve.
